ROTARY SNOWPLOWS. . 


These Powerful Machines Are as Big 
as Freight Cars. 

The snowplow is a huge machine, as 
big as a freight car, and built of steel. 
On the forward end is a monster 
wheel with powerful blades of steel 
looking like an overgrown electric fan 
s0 arranged that their angles can be 
changed. This wheel, which is per- 
pendicular to the track and revolves at 
right angles to it, is inclosed in a cas- 
ing or drum, also of steel and with 
sharp steel edges. The top of the 
drum is supplied with a pipe or chute. 

Inside the snowplow is a steam en- 
gine, which drives this huge fan wheel 
at from 100 to 250 revolutions every 
minute. Below the body of the plow 
near the track is an fce cutter to clear 
the rails of ice before the wheels go 
over them and a “flanger,” as it is call- 
ed, designed to scrape the bulk of the 
snow off the truck itself after the fan 
has whittled the snow bank away find 
thrown the most of it to one side. Be- 
hind the snowplow are coupled from 
one to three or even more powerful 
engines, and behind these a car. 

On the car are muny men with shov- 
els, for, despite its enormous power 
and its ability to toss tons of snow

Artificial Camphor. 

There is in operation in New York 
state an artificial camphor . factory. 
the product of which is intended to 
compete in the market with the nat- 
ural substance. It is maintained that 
it does not differ, except in the man- 
ner of its origin, from that extracted 
from the camphor trees of Formosa. 
Artificial campbor is-made from es- 
sential oils derived from turpentine. 
Chemically the only difference be- 
tween turpentine and camphor is the 
possession by euch molecule of the 
latter of one atom of oxygen which is 
lacking in the former.

Late Windsor Magistrate Was a Fam- 


ous Character For Many Years. 


Windsor, Ont., sustained a great 
loss in the death, a few days ago, of 
“Sandy” Bartlett, who for over half 
;% century was its police magistrate. 
In the best sense of the term he was 
“boss of the town,”’ and wherever he 
went in Windsor people never dream- 
ed of questiohing his authority, even 
though he might be dealing with mat- 
ters that did not come within the 
range of his duties as magistrate. 

He brought to bear on his work 
cool, calculating commoh sense, and 
often brushed aside technicalities to 
do justice. Many a time he imposed 
a fine and thén promptly paid it out 
of his own pocket; he gove a great 
humber of men good advice instead 
of a term in jail, and he would never 
separate man and wife if he could. ar- 
range a reconciliation. 

Newspapermen of Windsog and De- 
troit well remember. “‘Sandy’’ and his 
advice. Some six or seven years ago, 
on one of the occasion when a num- 
ber of them had remained in police 
court after the session of the court, 
the venerable magistrate gave advice 
to some of them who were smoking. 
“You shouldn’t smoke,” he said. “It's 
bad business. I never smoked in my 
life.”’ Some of the reporters stuck up 
for their smoking, but he said, ‘‘No, 
it’s harmful. Look at Brother Wii- 
liam. He’s just smoking himself to 
death—smoking himself to death.” 

The magistrate at that time was 
about 81 years old, and ‘Brother Wil- 
liam’”’ was then about 88. 

Mr. Bartlett invariably stood for 
British law and order in a town which 
is subject to “dumpings’’ of foreign 
criminals. He was decidedly severe 
on the latter, especially such char- 
acters as entered upon matrimonial 
adventures, regardless of former ties 
in the “States.”” On one occasion 
there was brought before him an en- 
terprising gentleman, who had taken 
the ferry from Detroit and settled in 
Windsor, with a view to marrying ‘‘a 
lady of means.” His ingratiating 
manner brought him success in this 
undertaking, when it was discovered 
that more than one wife awaited him 
in vain in the “Land of the Some- 
what Free and the more-or-less 
Brave.” Life became rather strenu- 
ous for the foreign. gentleman, who 
finally found himself in the police 
court under. the searching eyes <f 
Mr. Bartlett.

“After you’ve served a_ sentence 
here,’”’ was the amiable reply.

OO often the “tocsin of the 
soul” invites us to the “tox- 
in” of the stomach The pure 
food laws protect us in a great 

measure from poisonous foods, but 
they do not prevent us from mauufac- 
turing “toxins” or poisons in our own 
systems by our habits of eating. 

It will be many long years before 
the last word hus been said on dietet- 
ica, the vegetarians, nutarians, fruita- 
rians, long chewers and short chewers 
to the contrary notwithstanding. Nev- 
ertheless a few general principles to 
which the everyday man may hold 
fast are pretty well estublisbed. 

In trying to feed rationally it is well, 
as in other lines of effort, to have 
some ideal or standard, and so before 
considering the relative value of foods 
it is necessary to have a definite idea 


of whut really constitutes a food. A | 


food may be defined as a substance 
that— 

First.—Is digestible and nonpolson- 
ous, 

Second.—Furnishes energy or build- 
fing material to the body. 


Varieties of Food. 
Foods are divided chemically into 
two great classes, nitrogenous and 
non-nitrogenous. 


The most important nitrogenous ele- | 


ments are known as proteids, of which

What ts Digestion? 

Digestion, is the ptucess of trans- 
forming food elements into substances 
that can be absorbed into the blood 
through tbe walis of the digestive 
tract. If the digestive functions are 
paralyzed food taken into the stomach 
acts simply as a fureign body and 
causes irritation and Gnally, by its de 
composition, pvisouiny. 

The digestive processes are carried 
op by substances whose exact form 
and constitution are tinknown, term 
enzymes, or ferments . 

But digestion does sot begin in the 
stomach. Tbe saliva contains a very 
important enzyme, ptyalin, which con- 
verts starch into malt sugar. The im- 
portance of thoroughly chewing all 
starch foods, such as cereals, vegeta- 
«bles, bread, pastry, potatoes, etc., will 
at once be apparent. 

“Counting your chews.” however, is 
mot advised. The act of chewing 
sheuld be natural and subconscious, 
if the attention is directed too closely 
to the mechanical act of chewing or, 
in fact, if the mind 4 wells too intently 
op the subject of dizestion the normal 
functions are retafied, Count your 
chews some time and note if your 
jaws do not ache by, the time you 
reach the twentieth. Count your steps 
io walking and note whether your 
Hmbs do not quickly tire. 

If the interna! activities of our bod- 
fes could be seen in their entirety, 
even for a few brief moments, it is 
probable that an unutterable weariness 
would oppress and stifie us. 

Prolonged chewing of weat does not 
appear to be required. The favorable 
results from experimenting along this 
line are probably due to the fact that 
lees meat was taken.

Stomach Digestion. © 
The stomach enzyme is “pepsin,” 
which converts proteids into. soluble 
substances called peptones. The diges- 


stomach by the hydrochloric acid of 
the gastric juice, but the starch diges- 
tion is resumed in the small intestine. 


Intestinal Digestion. 

Here it is acted upon by several 
enzymes, which complete starch diges- 
tion and also convert ordinary cane 
sugar into grape sugar. 

Proteid digestion also proceeds in 
the intestines, and fats are digested 
and emulsified so that they can be ab- 
sorbed. 

As previously stated, all these food 
elements are required either for en- 
ergy, building material, storage or to 
earry on the chemical and physical 
exchanges in the tissues. During these 
processes the food elements are broken 
up_and many of them literally burned 
or oxidized, just as a candle burns, 
with the formation of carbon df&xide 
and water. 

A great deni of actentific experiment 
fs being conducted to accurately deter- 
mine the most satisfactory dietary for 
man, The subject is too complex to be 
minutely discussed in this paper, and 
such’ discussion would only confuse 
without benefiting the average man. 
We may trust science to solve this 
problem as it has solved others and 
in the meantime enjoy our meals with- 
out worrying about them so long as we 
avoid some of the more prominent 
dietetic errors. 

Diet Hints. 

First as to meat consumption: Meat 
is not a poison. There is no need to 
shudder every time you indulge in a 
beefsteak.. On the other hand, it is

Value of Vegetable Diet.

“Boston baked beans” 
are rich in proteids, but a steady diet 
of that delectable dainty would be a 

severe test for some stomachs, 
Vegetables as u class contain a great 
deal of cellulose and fiber which can- 
not be digested) ‘This serves a useful 
purpose, as it stimulates the action of 
the intestines. By increasing the pro- 
portion of vegetables in the diet as 


activities begin to slow down the pro-

Fats and sugar are energy producers 
and very valuable foods for this pur- 
pose. Taken in excess, however, they 
interfere with digestion and may prove 
especially barmful in obesity, gout, 
rheumatism and kidney trouble. 

Sugar 4s likely to cause acid dyspep- 
sia if taken too freely and in concen- 
trated form. 

Fat retards the secretion of gastric

The Measure of Food Energy. 

It seems bardly proper to close this 
article without a reference to the fa- 
mous “calorie.” This is the amount of 
heat required to raise one liter of 
water 1 degree centigrade. It is the 
unit of food energy and is used in 
stating the amount of beat any partic- 
ular food will give when burned. 

According to authorities who are pot 
extremists, a man weighing 155 
pounds, moderately active, requires 
about 2.800 calories. This would be 
represented by the following: 

Bread, oe pound; meat, four ounces; 
egg, four ounces itwo smal) ones); 
cheese, two ounces; potutoes, one 
pound; butter or fat, two ounces; milk, 
one-quarter pint; sugar, one-half ounce; 
tea, coffee. ’
